So m uch new oil has been discovered since th en th at, aftei 
iroducing an d consum ing m ore th a n 8,000,000,000 barrels, there Is m ore 
h a n twice as m u ch know n to exist now th a n was estim ated in 1925. 
kiid although consum ption is increasing right along, the Am erican Pe- 
roleum In stitu te, representing the oil interests, says there is at least 
nough in sight to last for 25 years more. 
T w enty-five years, to be sure, is a sh o rt tim e in the life of a n a- 
ion.

Question: Why is it

for a year and a half, and others 
who applied many m onths ago have 
not received any? 
Answer: The appropriation made 
by the last legislature was not su f­ 
ficient to take care of all applicants. 
There ate now 415 receiving old age 
pensions in Lawrence county. 
No 
more can be taken on, except where 
one dies, until another appropriation 
is made. 
Question: If there is not enough 
to go around, why did the county 
start something it could not finish? 
Answer: The county does not fur­ 
nish the money for old age pensions. 
It is done through an appropriation 
by the legislature. 
Question: If 
there 
is 
no more 
money, why not 
give the money 
month about, so all will have a share 
in what there is? 
Answer: There are about 900 a p ­ 
plicants in addition to those who arc 
receiving pensions. The m ajority of 
these applications have not yet been 
investigated, and it would be a hard 
m atter to work out a practical so­ 
lution 
for 
dividing 
the 
money 
around at this time. 
Question: Who appoints the board 
th at looks after thus, and do they 
have to be Republicans of Demo­ 
crats? 
Answer: The governor appoints the 
board, the old age pensions being in 
charge of the Mothers Assistance 
Board. There are seven members of 
this board. Two have resigned and 
there are now five. Politics is not 
supposed to enter into the appoint­ 
ment. The five at present are all R e­ 
publicans 
having 
been 
appointed 
by 
Governor 
Pinchot. 
Governor 
Earle will appoint two women to fill 
the present vacancies. 
Question: Do the members receive 


a salary, and does any one have 
more influence than the other? 
Answer: 
The 
members 
of 
the 
Board g o not receive any salaries, 
and their work is mutual. The pres­ 
ent members of the board have done 
a large amount of work in investi­ 
gating ‘cases.

As 
explained above the county does not 
pay into the old age pension fund 
directly os it is appropriated by the 
legislature out of state funds. 
The money which has been ap­ 
propriated is only sufficient to pay 
the pensioners now on the list until 
May 31. It is expected th at the com­ 
ing legislature will make another 
appropriation, and it remains to be 
seen whether or not it will be suf­ 
ficiently 
large 
to take care of all 
applications.
